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Ordinary Criminal Law 
Covers War Criminals 


By B. W. BROWN 


In this third and last of the series 
of articles dealing with punish- 
ment of war criminals, the author 
points out that there is no need 
for distinguishing between the 
degree of guilt of major criminals, 
such as Hitler, Mussolini and 
Hirohito, and those lesser crim- 
inals who may have merely exe- 
cuted orders. All can justifiably 
be brought to trial as pure crim- 
inals whose crimes have placed 
them outside the scope of inter- 
national law and therefore sub- 
ject to ordinary criminal law 
Such a procedure would get 
around the difficulties and delays 
involved in the proposed setting 
up of an international criminal

The Bank of England is not just 
a bank. It is really a department of 
State, the chief financial bulwark of 
the power of England, founded in 
1794 by the Government because it 
Was in desperate need of funds to 
carry on the war against Revolution 
ary France. The amount raised was 
£1,200,000--hardly enough to carry 
on this country’s share of the pres 
ent war for a couple of hours! As my 
Canadian friend said, there is a lot 
of history in all that—enough to 
make one cry, but not for the same 
reason, It is sad to remember how 
cheap war used to be. 


Metal for Victoria Crosses 


You would hardly imagine that the 
question of a supply of metal for 
Victoria could ever become 
urgent. The little brown cross takes 
so little, and there are so few of them 

not yet a hundred in the nearly five 
years of this war. But true to the tra- 
dition established at its institution, 
the Victoria Cross has always been 
made of gunmetal from Russian can- 
non captured in the Crimean War. 
And the Crimean War is quite a few 
Wars back. Besides, probably not all 
the captured Russian guns were re 
served for this high purpose.

port that this original source of ma 
terial was exhausted. But apparent 
ly the report was exaggerated. Ac-

Darrell’s friend and f 
comrade was shot down in the act of 
coming to his aid against impossible 
odds.

Isabel rejects him 
and marries a fine young stockbrok 
er, although her love vainly follows 
Darrell wherever he may be. It is the 
author’s theory that only unfulfilled 
love never dies. 

Despite all the author’s cunning the 
character of Darrell is less than cred- 
ible. That cunning is shown in the 
assumption of doubt; in taking a sort 
of “can-these-things-be” attitude. Fo 
he writes in the manner of an essay 
ist; in his own person, as Mr. Maugh 
am, the distinguished novelist and 
playwright, visiting his Chicago 
friends and their Parisian kinsman 
from iime to time, and getting occa- 
sional glimpses of the spiritual prod- 
igal. It is an unthinkable hypothesis 
that Somerset Maugham should evei 
have a lapse of taste--and yet! 

Also his excursions into metaphys 
ics and theology are not impressive.
